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INTRODUCTORY   COMMENTS 

NEW  CHIEF  INSPECTOR   -   Donald  Haske,    former  state   inspector  of 
District  #1,    was   certified  on  February  17,    1964  to  the  position  of 
Chief  Inspector  by  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Mr.    Haske  worked  in  Colorado  coal  mines  since  1926.      He  gained  his 
first  experience  in  some  of  the  largest  C.F.&I.    mines  near  Walsen- 
burg  in  Huerfano  County.      He  went  to  Routt  County  in  1936  where  he 
worked  as   Mine   Foreman  at  the  Colorado  &  Utah  mine  at  Mt,    Harris 
until  1956  when  he  was  employed  as  superintendent  through  1958  when 
the  mine  was  abandoned,      He  was  certified  as   a  district  inspector 
for  the  state  in  January,    1959,    and  was  Acting  Chief  during  the  ill- 
ness  or  any  absence  of  the  late  Thomas  Allen . 

Mr.    Haske  was   always  active  in  safety  activities,    being  a  member  of 
mine  rescue  and  1st  aid  winning  teams   of  which  he  was  also  an  in- 
structor.     He  had  extensive  experience  in  mine  fires  and  recovery 
work  at  various   mines  a.mong  which  was  the  Wadge  explosion  when  34 
lives  were  lost. 

Mr=    Haske  also  has  done  extensive  exploration  work  in  coal  areas  in 
the  state. 

COAL   PRODUCTION  SOARS  -   The  continued  growth  of  the  electric 
utility  industry  accounts  largely  for  the  increase  in  demand  for  more 
coal  throughout  the  nation.      With  the  unlimited  reserves   of  coal  in 
Colorado,  our  production  will  continue  to  soar  in  meeting  the  increased 
consumption  of  coal  by  the  stea.m  generating  plants  in  the  state  which 
are  the  largest  consumers. 

Colorado  produced  almost  18.7%  more  coal  in  1964  than  in  1963,    and 
over  29,7%  more  than  in  1962,      This   is   only  the  beginning, 

The  Public  Service  Company  of  Colorado  has   announced  their  immedi- 
ate plans  to  build  their  4th  generating  plant  near  Denver,    which  will 
be  the  largest  in  the  Rocky  Mountain  region,    which  alone  will  use 
about  150  tons   of  coal  per  hour  at  full  production.      The  R.E.A.  plant 
near  Hayden  is  under  construction,    and  it  is  reported  that  they  will 
be  in  operation  in  1965. 


The  greater  amount  of  coal  used  by  the  steam  generating  plants  in 
this  state  comes  from  strip  mines  which  increased  their  tonnage  by 
over  22%  in  1964.      The  production  from  the  new  strip  mine  opened 
by  the  Seneca  Coals,    Ltd. ,    owned  by  the   Peabody  Coal  Company  of 
St.    Louis,    Missouri,    will  be  used  by  the  R.  E.A.    plant  where  they 
have  stockpiled  over  110,  000  tons  of  coal  to  date.      This  mine  is 
located  near  the  old  Wadge   Mine  and  the  coal  is  trucked  about  six 
miles  to  the  site  of  the  plant. 

The  steel  mills   of  Colorado  and  Utah  are  second  largest  consumers 
of  Colorado  coal.      The  C.F.&  I.    mills  in  Pueblo  used  the  total  pro- 
duction from  their  Allen  Mine,    and  the  U.S.    Steel  mills  in  Utah 
used  the  total  output  from  their  Somerset  Mine  in  Gunnison  County 
and  the  mines  in  Pitkin  County. 

SOMERSET  MINE  REHABILITATED   -  The  Somerset  Mine  in  Gunni- 
son County  has   operated  continuously  since  1903  when  it  was   opened 
by  the  Utah  Fuel  Company  with  three  subsequent  changes  in  oper- 
ators.     The  U.S.    Steel  Corporation  purchased  this  mine  in  1955, 
but  have  only  actively  operated  it  since  January  1,    1961 . 

Extensive  development  started  at  once  to  improve  and  modernize 
installation  and  methods   of  ventilation.      The  haulage  system,   face 
equipment  and  roof  control.      Surface  structures  were  also  rebuilt 
or  replaced,    and  the  mine  is  now  completely  rehabilitated  for  safe 
and  efficient  operation. 

CAMEO  MINE   CHANGES  OWNERSHIP  -  The  Cameo  Mine  in  Mesa 
County  has  operated  since  1899.      This  mine  was  purchased  by  the 
Juanita  Coal  and  Coke  Company  of  Bowie,    Colorado  on  April  1,  1964, 
from  the  Kerr  Coal  Company  who  operated  it  since  1934.      The  coal 
produced  from  this  mine  is  transported  directly  from  the  portal  to 
the  Public  Service    power  plant  by  means   of  conveyors,    for  about 
1,200  feet. 

MAP  PROJECT  COMPLETED  -  The  maps  received  from  the  Colo- 
rado School  of  Mines   cover  all  coal  mining  areas   of  the  state,    and 
have  been  placed  in  a  wall  case  in  this  office,    readily  accessible 
for  observation  by  the  public. 

Copies   of  these  maps   may  be  obtained  at  a  minimum  charge  through 
the  Publications  Department  of  the  Foundation  Fund  at  the  State 
School  of  Mines,    Guggenheim  Building  at   Golden,    Colorado. 
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CROMWELL-AWARD  FOR  HEROISM  -   Frederick  H.    Cromwell  em- 
ployed at  the  Edna  Strip   Mine   operated  by  the  P.  &  M.    Coal  Company 
near  Oak  Creek,    Colorado,    received  the  Joseph  A.    Holmes  Safety 
Association  awards   of  Gold  Medal  of  Honor  and  the  Certificate  of 
Honor  for   outstanding  heroism  from  the  U.S.    Bureau  of  Mines,    De- 
partment of  the  Interior,    which  were  presented  by  Governor  John  A. 
Love  in  the  Governor's  chambers   on  June  25,    1964.      In  attendance 
were  the  Cromwell  relatives,    representatives   of  the   P.  &  M.    Coal 
Company  from  Kansas   City,    Missouri,    Oak  Creek  and  Denver,    and 
members   of  the  federal  and  state  coal  mine  inspection  staffs.      This 
was   one  of  only  three  hero  awards  made  in  1964  throughout  the 
United  States. 

On  February  5,    1964,    a  co-worker,    Otis  Andrew,    Jr.    was   severely 
burned  in  attempting  to  move  a  can  of  diesel  fuel  that  was  too  close 
to  a  salamander  used  for  heat  to  warm  the  pit  employees;  the  can  of 
oil  exploded,    covering  him  with  fuel  oil  and  igniting  his  clothes. 
Mr.    Cromwell  prevented  him  from  running.  .  .  .  pulled  off  the  burning 
coat  and  replaced  it  with  his   own  in  an  attempt  to  smother  the  fire. 
Unable  to  do  this,    Cromwell  sat  on  him  and  cut  off  the  burning  cloth- 
ing.     Both  men  suffered  from  1st,    2nd  and  3rd  degree  burns.      Mr. 
Andrew  returned  to  work  following  his  hospitalization. 

The  action  by  Mr.    Cromwell  saved  the  life  of  Mr.    Andrew,    and  he 
well  deserved  the  citation  for  bravery. 

NEW  BOARD   OF   EXAMINERS   -   The  following  persons   were  appointed 
to  serve  on  the  State   Board  of  Examiners  for  Coal  Mine  Officials  until 
1968:     Robert  A.    Jackson,   E.  M.  ,   Secretary;   Gerald  R.  Jones   of  Steam- 
boat Springs;   John  Sebben  of  Trinidad;   and  Frank  Bosco  of  Florence. 

STRIP  PIT  DIRECTIVES  -  The  directives  for  strip  mines   which  have 
been  under  consideration  and  revision  since  1963  were  issued  in 
mimeograph  form  on  April   1,    1964,    by  Chief  Inspector  Donald  Haske. 

The  committee  for  regulations  consisting  of  E.   E.  Quenon  of  the 
Peabody  Coal  Company,    Chairman;   Lloyd  J.    Beer,    Beer  Coal  and 
Construction  Co.  ,    Fremont  County;   George  Hays,    P.  &  M.    Coal   Min- 
ing Co.,    Routt  County;  Joseph  F.    Lake,  Jr. ,    Seneca  Coals,  Ltd.,    of 
Routt  County;   Miller  Spears,    Energy  Coal  Company  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana;  and  R.    T.    Eckles,    Coordinator  of  the  Division  of  Natural 
Resources,    approved  of  this  issue  with  the  exception  of  Article  9, 
Section  1,    relative  to  high  walls   and  spoil  banks   -  "In  an  attempt  to 


see  that  each  operator  would  regrade  in  a  manner  approved  by  the 
State  Coal  Mine  Inspection  Department,    the  overburden  and  other 
strata  removed  from  the  coal,    to  minimize  the  hazards  of  flood,    pol- 
lutions of  streams  and  total  accumulation  of  stagnant  water  and  the 
loss   of  soil  for  agriculture  and  grazing  purposes;  and  according  to 
the  State  Departments   of  Agriculture,    Reclamation  and  Soil  Conserva- 
tion. M   -  which  was  amended  -  "Abandoned  strip  pits  shall  be  left  with 
the  edges  of  their  excavations  sufficiently  sloped  to  minimize  the  dan- 
ger of  persons  and  stock  falling  into  such  excavations."     It  was  gen- 
erally conceded  that  this  must  be  left  to  the  voluntary  action  of  each 
operator,    at  this  time;  provided  that  no  hazardous  condition  exists 
that  endangers  the  lives   of  persons   or  animals.      Any  further  regula- 
tions regarding  rehabilitation  will  have  to  be  made  by  the  Federal  or 
State  Soil  Conservation  or  Reclamation  Departments,    if  legalized. 

These  directives  have  been  prepared  according  to  Colorado  Revised 
Statutes  by  the  Legislative  Reference  Department,    for  presentation  to 
the  State  Legislature. 

REVISION  IN  DEPARTMENT   FORMS-REPORTS  -   For  clarification  and 
simplicity,    all  present  report  forms  are  being  revised  for  more  uni- 
form and  informative  statistics. 

This  annual  report  presents  some  changes   in  the  type  of  mining  machin- 
ery being  used  at  present,    and  coal  mined  accordingly. 

The  inspection  report  forms  now  used  cover  more  detailed  information 
as   required  in  the  State  Coal  Mining  Laws,    and  will  be  retained  as   a 
permanent  record  of  the  conditions  at  each  mine. 

DIRECTIVES  OF  THE   CHIEF  INSPECTOR   -  1.      The  use  of  rigid 
urethane  foam  for  sealing  permanent  stoppings  is  to  be  confined  to 
mines   employing  a  trained  and  qualified  operator  of  such  equipment. 

2.  All  mines   employing  three  or  less   men  underground,    with  only  a 
Shot  Firer  in  charge,    a  daily  record  of  the  conditions  in  the  mine 
must  be  written  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,    by  the  Shot  Firer 

3.  Strip  operators  are  to  report  the  total  number  of  days  of  opera- 
tion each  month,    including  the  days  worked  in  removing  overburden.
